Ten States voted yesterday. The tel- 
egraph gives incomplete returns. The 
result has a decidedly Republican cast. 
In the impomant States of New York, 
Massachussetts, Pennsylvania, and 
Connecticut, the Republicans have ap- 
parently swept the field. / 

Massachusetts defeats Butler by the 
handsome majority of 15,000. It is 
retributive justice. 

If New York, as a very brief dis- 
patch asserts, has given a Republican 
majority of 30,000, it is glory enough. 
for one day and all the days between 
now and November, 1884, when an- 
other Republican President will be 
elected. 

Connecticut swings into the victori- 
ous Republican column with a big 
majority for the party in the Legis- 
lature. 

Virginia is in doubt, both parties 
claiming the. day. The returns are 
meager. Fears of disturbances in Dan- 
ville and Richmond, and the calling 
out of the military, prevented large 
numbers of colored voters from going 
to the polls. 

Pennsylvania, Nebraska, Kansas 
and Minnesota have in all probability 
gone Republican, but the returns there- 
from are aggravatingly meager. But 
Mississipp? has not gone back on herself, 
She gives the usual sweeping Demo- 
cratic majority. 

No returns from Maryland at this 
writing, but she has probably gone 
the same way. New Jersey is twm- 
bien; but quien sabe? 

On the whole, the result, so far as it 
can now be foreshadowed from the re- 
turns, is glorious ‘‘by a large majority” 
for the Republicans. 

Let us vociferate! 


THE RAILROAD TAX SUITS. 


The Trmes has already published 
the joint communication addressed by 
the Governor, Attorney General and 
State Controller to the boards of super- 
visors of the several counties (thirteen 
inumber, we believe) having unset- 
tled railroad tux cases on hand. This 
communication points out the neces- 
sity of providing means. for defraying 
the costs and expens f conducting 
the appeal (which has-been perfected) 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the railroad tax cases lately 


decided against the people in the Cir- 
The 


ber as a committee to meet the Con- 
troller and the Attorney General, and 
consult with them at‘ the room of the 
Board of Supervisors in San Francisco, 


Jon the 10th instant, in order to devise 
means for carrying on said appeal. 
_ Following 1s the form of resolution 


submitted to the boards as a proper 
one to be adopted: = 


Resolved, That —— be and he is 
hereby appointed a committee of one, 
with instructions to proceed to San 
Francisco for the purpose of consulting 
with the Controller and Attorney Gen- 
eral on the question of providing means 
for carrying on the appeal taken to the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
the railroad tax cases, decided in the 
Circuit Court of the United States at 
San Francisco against the people, and 
said —— is hereby authorized to make 
allthe arrangement» in the premises 
that may be proper, and to bind this 
couaty, by contract, to the payment of 
its share of said expenses. — 


Our Board of Supervisors is now in | 
session, and this important matter 1s 


without doubt see that Los Angeles 
County is properly represented at the 
conference. 

This railroad tax question, so long 
unsettled, has grown burdensome. 
Our people and officials are weary of it. 
For four years the county has been de- 
prived of the tax monies due it, while 
the corporation has fought the people 
in the courts, seeking to escape pay- 
ment on the basis of the assessments 
made upon their property by the State 
Board of Equalization, contending 
that those assessments were unequal 
and inequitable. The assessments in 
dispute were as follows per mile: For 
1880, $16,500; for 1881, $14,500; for 
1882, $10,500. Now the ccmpany 
again comes forward with its proposi- 

_ tion to compromise on the basis of the 
last and lowest assessment, viz: $10,500 
per mile, agreeing, if its offer of com- 
promise is accepted, to pay on that 
basis for the three years in dispute. 

This is the proposition now before 
our Board, supported by the petitions 
of not a few property-owners who have 
grown weary of the long fight, and 
want to see some portion, at least, of 


They will] |” old army officer, long stationed in 


Other citizens, to a large number, 
are Opposed to the proposed compro- 
mise, even if there were not insupera- 
ble legal obstacles in the way of its 
acceptance, which is the case. . 

Since, however, the whole question 
goes on appeal to the highest judicial 
tribunal in the United States, it will 
be wise and proper for the question of 
compromise, even if entertained at all 
by our Supervisors, to be held in abey- 
ance, awaiting a determination of the 
question by the Supreme Court. 

This vexatious question should be 
settled finally and for alltime; and if 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States shall sustain the judgment of 
the Circuit Court, recently rendered in 
these railroad tax cuses in San Francis- 
co, then we will give up the fight and 
advise our people to loyally accept the 
distasteful result. But not until then. 


A statement of the status of this 
question in the State at large—or 
rather in those counties where the un- 
paid taxes are still in litigation—is in- 
teresting and important at this time. 

It is stated with apparent authority, 
and from the railroad standpoint, 
that the companies have already paid 
about $1,200,000 on the taxes claimed 
for 1880, 1881 and 1882, and are now 
willing, despite the favorable decision 
of the Circuit Court exempting them 
from payment until a fresh assess- 
ment, with deduction of mortgages, is 
made,) to settle the remainder, as 
stated, upon the valuation of 1982. 
That is to say, in other words— 

They propose to pay the principal of 
the tax in full for the year 1882, and to 
pay the taxes for 1880 and 1881 upon 
the basis of the valuation made by the 
State Board in 1882. This would give 
the State and counties, in addition to 
the amount already paid, about $650,- 
000, making in the ageregate for the 
three years, in round numbers, $1,800,- 
000, or $600,000 perannum. In addi- 
tion to this they propose to pay attor- 
ney’s fees and costs of litigation. For 
the year 1883 the companies propose at 
once to pay upon the assessment 
made~by the State Board, without 
prejudice to the rights of the State to 
recover the rexainder, about $500,000, 
and to pay in full all city taxes and all 
taxes upon the assessmenis made by 
the local assessors upon the stations, 
workshops, depots, etc., amounting to 
about $150,000 more, making in all for 
the four years in question the sum of 
$32,450,000, or a little over $600,000 per 
annu 0. 
This is the railroad’s concession and 
proposed compromise, to which it has 
been forced rather than longer, oppose 
the people in the courts. The offer, 
however, does not go far enough for 
the purposes of justice. It should in- 
clude, as in the case of private citi- 
zens delinquent with their taxes, the 
penalties provided by law; it should 
also include interest on the withheld 
taxes. 

But this offer of compromise does 
not figure in the case in hand, which 
is the holding of a conference to pro- 
vide means for prosecuting the appeal 
which has been taken to the Supreme 
Court. This is the measure to be first 
considered by our Board of Supervisors. 
If the result of the appeal is to re- 
verse the judgment of the lower court, 
the State will be the gainer by about 
half a million dollars more than it 


would get by accepting the above of- 


her proportion of the gain. 

In any event, it is right that the 
question should be settled in the man- 
ner proposed, and the judgment of the 
higher tribunal had thereon. The 
people of California will not be satis- 
fied with anything short of this. 


—Since the foregoing was written we 
have learned that the Board has taken 
action in the matter. At yesterday’s 
session it adopted a resolution, on mo- 
tion of Supervisor Giroux, (which 
will be found printed in full on the 
local page), deciining to appropriate 
any money for the purpose of prose- 
cuting the appeal, and urging the 
Governor and hig associates to settle 
the tax cases on the basis proposed 


such steps as will enable Los Angeles 
county to accept the company’s offer 
for itself. 
The resolution thus, by its terms, 
contains an admission on the part ot 
the Board that it has no power within 
itself to accept the offer of compro- 
mise and settle the suit. This isin 
accordance with Attorney-General Mar- 
shall’s opinion, delivered a few months 
since in reply to District Attorney 
White’s inquiry, made at the instance 
of the Board of Supervisors. 

It seems to us that the Board, by 
the action taken yesterday, has tied 
itself up. It cannot get the proffered 
tax money legally, and it declines to 
assist in prosecuting.the appeal which 
is to determine the matter finally and 
authoritatively. 

The appeal will, however, be prose- 
cuted all the same, and, when deter- 
mined, this county will share in the 
result, whatever it may be. 

We still think that it would be 
right and expedient for the county to 
join hands with the other counties in 
prosecuting the appeal.

Our Faults Told by a Friend. 

To the Editor of the Times—Str: 
There has been so much bounce and bray 
about the city of Los Angeles, that de- 
_ spite its almost incomparable advantages 

as a place of residence, many superficial 
observers have said and written that its 
charms existed only in the imagination of 
real estate agents, and of local fruit com- 
mission people, and that every statement 
as to the status of the town or condition 
of the county was like all other products, 
exaggerated and intended for Eastern 
consumption. 

The truth is, that: Los Angeles city is in 
many important respects far behind 
what it should be. The so-called lighting 

-of thestreets isafarce. Outside of the 
favored locality of Main, Fortand Spring 
streets, down to the junction of Main and 
Spring, and possibly a block or so west, 
the city is in darkness. In the early even- 
ing, up to nine o’clock, the private electric 
lamps make the business part of the town 
attractive and agreeable, but at no time 
is the city lighted at ali after dark. In 
whatis known as ‘‘Sonoratown”’ the old- 
est inhabitant has togrope his way 
through Cimmerian darkness, with out- 
stretched arms, to avoid obstacles, while, 
apparently miles away, he sees a star 
which he knows to be an electric lamp, 
which lights some wayfarer for perhaps 
i feet on one of the favored streets, but | 

ich doesn’t help him. 
he ratio of the increase of crime in 


proportion to the improper lighting of | 


towns is well known. So far as Los An- 
.geles is concerned, it is sufficient to say 
that the criminal calendar called by Judge 
Sepulveda the other day for this term, 
embraced thirty-tieo cases—a fine showing 
for an orderly community, which is en- 
deavoring to attract immigration from 
civilized populations. 

Crime naturally seeks darkness; hon- 
esty is not afraid of the tg oa light. 
No city or large town has ever beemorder- 
ly and well-regulated unless thoroughly 
lighted all night long. | 

Another matter of great, though not of 
equal importance, is the condition of the 
sidewalks. It may be safely asserted that 
there is not a sidewalk in this town, on 
any of the principal streets, where the 
footway, beyond the business blocks, is 
not a cause of pain and annoyance to the 
pedestrian. 

The original ordinances, of course, pre- 
scribed the size of the gravel stones to be 
put upon a sidewalk. viz.: ‘‘No larger 
than one inch in diameter,’’ but every 
one knows tlhit this was generally 
disregarded, aid that boulders of from six 
to ten inches in size are in every 
graveled sidewalk in town. Months and 


unsophisticated, whenever wealthy 


them is unanswerable, yet the legal tech- 
nicalities and the professional quibbles to 
which a respectful hearing is frequently 
given, and the construction of law and its 
declared inapplicability to the cases in 
hand, have,in scores and scores of in- 
stances, been so Outrageous as to have 
converted into a burlesque nearly all trials 
of this class. It so happens that as against 
a very rich man one in poverty seldom 
has a good case; and when the criminality 
of a millionaire is not only undisguised 
and undenied, but so offensive that it 
‘‘smells to heaven,” it usually turns out 
that the arrest was illegally made or the 
circumstances under which the crime was 
committed were wholly exceptional, or 
the law is inapplicable, or the judge has 
no jurisdiction in the case, or the jury 
disagree —anything to thwart justice. 
Take another instance, of a very differ- 
ent character, to show how the same 
spirit works: A man and his wife make 
the general European tour and return; 
but a dozen or twenty miles before they 
reach the New York dock their ship is 
boarded by a custom house officer, to 
whom they solemnly swear, in the name 
of Almighty God, that they have brought 
home no dutiable articles Buton land- 
ing they are found to have twenty-sir 
trunks, and at teast $10,000 worth of du- 
tiable goods. On the wharf the goods are 
seized and the case is so clear that at once 
and without a moment’s hesitation the 
eustom house officer declares them to be 
confiscated, But the would-be smuggler 
is a banker—a man of high social position 
—God save the mark! He can command 
names, and money, and men—a most hu- 


our moral degradation; and in a 
few days an order is issued from 
Washington for the delivery of the trunks 
and goods to him who, had he been a poor 
man, or a poorer milliner or dressmaker 
who, under stress of circumstances and 
with a hundredth part of the value, was 
endeavoring to evade the law, would have 
been ynade to suffer its utmost penalty; and 
what is still worse, if possible, in this ac- 
cursed favoritism, this intensely anti- 
republican partiality ‘‘for the man with 
the gold ring,’’ we are so high-handed and 
shameless that everybody understands it. 
It is not at all surprising that between 
the mass and the millionaire the breach 
is continually deepening and widening; 
and if for sume years to come these per- 
nicious tendencies are accelerated as they 
have been for some years past, we may 
expect a tremendous coaflict between 
classes, analagous to, and yet unlike that 
which has rocked Russia to her foundation 
and threatened to drench her soil with 
blood. Justice will not always. sleep. 
Neither monarchs nor millionaires can 
forever defy, or evade law, contemn right- 
eousness, and grind the face of the poor. 
Now, sir, here is a field for the high- 
minded and independent journalist; and 
there are thousands who, indifferent to 
the mere clap-trap with which many 
newspapers are filled, would enthusiastic- 
ally stand by a leader who;without regard 
to wealth or station,would demand justice 
for all men; orypurity and righteousness 
in all our commercial, social and civil life. 
If a rich man or a city official commits a 
misdemeanor like that which disgraced 
the town last Saturday, expose him; give 
the proper name to his infamous conduct, 
as you nobly dared to do on the gQccasion 
above named; and thus create a public 
sentiment that, in the administration of 
justice, would tolerate no discrimination 
between classes, but require that they 
who disregard law and order, and even 
public decency, high or low, rich or poor, 
shall have the full penalty thereunto be- 
longing.
